NATURE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an 
urbanised  area  in  Gillingham. 

The  principa.1  industries  of  the  area  are  agricul¬ 
tural  with  associated  activities,  which  include  two  bacon 
factories  and  one  slaughterhouse,  a  cheese  factory  and  a 
milk  processing  factory.  In  addition,  there  are  factories 
dealing  in  synthetic  glue,  chemicals  and  glove  making.  A 
brick  and  tile  works  and  an  instrument  engineering  works  are 
also  in  the  district. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  during  the  year 
in  determining  whether  or  not  the  population  and  the  indus¬ 
trialisation  of  Gillingham  should  be  expanded  in  conjunction 
with  the  Greater  London  Council.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  position  was  that  formal  approach  to  the  Greater  London 
Council  was  not  acceptable  to  your  Council.

THE  HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

From  the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  patients 
attend  the  Westminster  Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Salisbury 
Hospitals  in  the  Salisbury  Group  Management  Committee  of  the 
Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board.  From  the  more  Southern 
part  of  the  district,  patients  attend  the  Blandford  Hospital 
and  the  Bournemouth  and  Poole  Hospitals  of  the  Bournemouth 
and  East  Dorset  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the 
Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  laboratories  at  Dorchester  and  Salisbury  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  cover  your  district. 
The  service  has  again  proved,  in  every  way,  to  be  co¬ 
operative  and  efficient.

SERVICES 


These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset 
Executive  Council. 


COUNTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  maternity,  school  health,  immunization  and  vacci¬ 
nation,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  the  ambulance  service, 
the  care  and  after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind  and 
handicapped,  health  education,  the  domestic  help  service 
and  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 
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DOMESTIC  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


Particular  mention  must  be  made  regarding  the 
domestic  home  help  service  which  is  of  such  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  needy  old  people,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
recall  how  these  people  managed  before  this  service  was 
instituted. 

But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing  demands 
are  being  made,  many  old  people  would  bo  unable  to  survive 
in  their  own  homes. 


VOLUNTARY  SERVICES 

Acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the  excellent  work 
carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  British  Rod  Cross  Society 
with  regard  to  the  welfare  of  aged  persons,  the  handicapped 
and  disabled  and  the  chiropody  service  for  old  people. 

A  meals  on  wheels  service  for  old  people  is  provided 
by  the  W.V.R.S.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  twenty  seven 
persons  had  availed  themselves  of  this  service  in  the 
district.

A  vacancy  on  the  establishment  occurred  in  May  1966  when 
Mr.  W.  C.  Wagg ,  Assistant  Surveyor  and  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  left  the  Council's  employment.  Mr.  B.  R. 
Marchant  was  re-designated  to  succeed  Mr.  Wagg,  leaving  a 
vacancy  for  a  meat  inspector,  which  was  filled  in  September 
1966  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Watson  (Authorised 
Meat  Inspector).  A  similar  deficiency  in  the  establishment 
recurred  in  November  1966  when  Mr,  Irish  (Authorised  Meat 
Inspector)  left  the  Council's  employment. 

Mr.  Breeds  (Senior  Public  Health  Inspector)  took  over  meat 
inspection  duties  while  there  was  a  vacancy  on  the  estab¬ 
lishment,  and  with  effect  from  22nd  November  1966  the  meat 
inspection  service  was  assisted  by  the  casual  employment  of 
a  veterinary  officer. 

Comment 

Owing  to  several  difficulties  arising  in  connection  with 
meat  inspection  and  changes  of  staff  an  increased  amount  of 
time  has  had  to  be  given  to  meat  inspection  by  Mr.  Breeds 
who  normally  gives  most  of  his  time  to  general  public  health 
duties. 

It  would  appear  that  during  the  current  year  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  he  will  only  be  available  to  the  extent  of  one 
third  to  one  half  of  his  time  for  these  duties,  which  is 
totally  inadequate  if  proper  sanitary  supervision  of  the 
district  is  to  be  maintained. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Public 


The  statutory  undertaking  in  the  district  is  the 
West  Wilts  Water  Board.  There  has  been  close  co-operation 
between  the  Board's  Officers  and  your  Public  Health  Officers, 
copies  of  reports  .on  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Board  are 
forwarded  to  my  office  and, reciprocally,  copies  of  samples 
taken  on  your  behalf  are  sent  to  the  Board. 


The  supplies  remained^ throughout  the  year, 
adequate  to  meet  the  demand  and  the  purity  of  the  supplies 
has  remained  satisfactory. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  five  samples  of  water  were 
•  taken  by  the  Board  during  the  year  and  six  by  your  Inspectors. 


Private  Supplies 

One  or  two  small  supplies  of  doubtful  quality 
supplying  few  premises,  still  remain.  Although  Fontmell 
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Magna  private  supply  to  thirteen  duellings  is  chlorinated, 
the  bacteriological  condition  of  this  water  is  not  satis¬ 
factory  insofar  as,  of  the  16  samples  taken  during  the  year, 
only  5  were  satisfactory,  the  remainder  having  faecal  or 
non-faecal  coli  present. 


DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 

Although  preparatory  work  continued  in  respect  to 
schemes  for  Bourton,  Motcombe,  Fontmell  Magna,  Stour  Provost, 
East  Stour,  Kington  Magna  and  Buckhom  Weston,  none  of  these 
schemes  had  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  a  sewerage 
improvement  scheme  for  Iwerne  Minster. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  and  Salvage 

The  service  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  has 
continued  as  in  previous  years,  providing  a  weekly  service 
in  Gillingham,  a  fortnightly  one  in  nine  parishes  and  a 
monthly  one  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  tons  of  salvage  was 
collected  during  the  year,  bringing  in  revenue  of  £63 A, 
compared  with  £632  during  the  preceding  year. 


The  cesspool  emptying  service  (through  the  agency 
of  a  contractor)  is  carried  out  in  non-sewered  parts  of  the 
district  and  has  been  responsible  for  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  nuisances. 

During  the  year,  four  hundred  and  eighty  four 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks  were  emptied,  compared  with  four 
hundred  and  eighteen  during  the  preceding  year. 


Roadside  Sanitation 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  laybys  is  generally 
satisfactory.  Litter  receptacles  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  the  litter  being  collected  by  the  District  Council 
with  domestic  refuse. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can  be 
provided  a  gross  amount  of  pollution  of  streams  and  ditches 
in  the  district  cannot  be  avoided.  This  type  of  pollution 
is  present  in  most  parishes. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  with  regard  to 
nuisances  at  Kington  Magna,  East  Stour  and  Milt on-On-S tour. 
The  position  at  Milt on-On-S tour  is  particularly  bad.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCE 


Complaints  continued  to  be  received  in  the  East 
Orchard  district  with  regard  to  obnoxious  smells  from  a 
local  Digester  Plant. 

The  nuisance  from  such  a  source  is  intermittent 
and  suitable  evidence  as  to  the  nuisance  is  not  always 
available  to  justify  legal  proceedings.  The  nuisance 
when  it  occurs  is,  however,  very  real. 
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FLOODING 


Extensive  flooding  occurred  in  the  district  on  5th 
November,  1966,  following  an  exceptional  period  of  heavy 
rainfall  and  affected  properties  in  Wyke  Street  and  The 
Square,  Gillingham,  together  with  two  cottages  on  the  south 
side  of  the  River  Stour,  Isolated  dwellings  were  also 
flooded  in  the  parishes  of  Buckhorn  Weston,  Kington  Magna 
and  Sutton  Waldron. 

The  Council  made  representations  to  the  Avon  and 
DorBet  River  Authority  with  a  view  to  the  preparation  by 
that  Authority  of  a  flood  relief  scheme  for  Gillingham,

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  A_ct,  19A9,  are  carried  out  in  the  district 
by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee  whose  activities 
cover  the  five  districts  in  the  North  Dorset  area  and  the 
Beaminster  Rural  District.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  three  slaughterhouses  in  the  District, 
two  being  in  connection  with  bacon  factories  and  one  being 
a  general  slaughterhouse. 

From  May  to  October  it  was  not  possible  to  carry 
out  meat  inspection  of  all  carcases.  Since  then,  however, 
this  has  been  achieved  by  using  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  (to  the  detriment  of  his  other  duties),  with 
assistance  from  a  local  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

In  July  the  Council  was  not  prepared  to  renew 
the  licence  in  respect  to  the  general  slaughterhouse  in 
the  district  as  it  was  not  satisfied  that  it  complied  in 
all  respects  with  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  been  relicensed.; 
nevertheless  it  continued  to  be  used  and  the  owner,  as  a 
result,  was  successfully  prosecuted  for  using  the 
premises  unlicensed.
